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1. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A trampoline fiame, comprising: 

an elongate rectangular enclosure having parallel side walls, a first end 

wall and a second end wall; 

a flrnt team goal on the first end wall adi^pted to permit a game projectile 

to pass through; 

a second team goal on the second endiwall adapted to penmit the game 

projectile to pass ithrough; 

a first team offensive trampoline space^i from the second team goal; 

a si^cond team defensive trampoline positioned between the first team 
offensive trampoline and the second team goal; 

a second team offensive trampoline £ipaced from the first team goal; 

a first team defensive trampoline positioned between the second team 
offensive trampol ne and the first team goal; 

a first vertical protective bamer be-ween the first team offensive 
trampoline and the second team defensive trampoline; 

a second vertical protective barrier between the second team offensive 
trampoline and the first team defensive trampoline; [and] 

a tnird vertLcal protective barrier beitween the first team offensive 
trampoline and the second team offensive trampoiin:3^,and_ 

each of the trampolines being suspended bv springs, and a bottom edge 
of each of the side walls being lashed onto a penpheral e dge of the each of the 
trampolines, sucn that the springs are positioned outside the sidew all and overlvlno 
pads prevent a player's leas from passing between iDne of the trampolines and one of 
the side walls . 

2. {PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The tramfkoline game as defined in claim 1 , 
wherein the first F:eam goal has an opening posltlontsd substantially parallel to the first 
end wall and theisecond team goal has an opening Dositloned substantially parallel to 
the second end wall. 

3. (PREV/IOUSLY PRESENTED) The trampoline game as defined in claim 1, 
wherein each of fthe first team goal and the second taam goal has a receptacle having 
an inlet opening rand an outlet opening, the recepta^cle having a bottom that is sloped 
downwardly toward the outlet opening, such that a game projectile positioned within the 
receptacle tends to slide down the bottom to the ou ilet opening.

5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A trampoline (lame, comprising; 

an elongate rectangular enclosure havi ^ig parallel side walls, a first end 

wall and a seconc end wall; 

a first team goal on the first end wall ad apted to permit a game projectile 
to pass through, tne first team goal being a receptaci b having an inlet opening and an 
outlet opening, the inlet opening being positioned suHstantialiy parallel to the first end 
wall, the receptacle having a bottom that is slope»J downwardly toward the outlet 
opening, such that a game projectile positioned wit ain the receptacle tends to slide 
down the bottom ico the outlet opening; 

a second team goal on the second endi wall adapted to permit the game 
projectile to pass through, the second team goal beting a receptacle having an Inlet 
opening and an outlet opening, the inlet opening being positioned substantially parallel 
to the first end wall, the receptacle having a bottom that Is sloped downwardly toward 
the outlet opening, such that a game projectile positioned within the receptacle tends 
to slide down thei bottom to the outlet opening; 

a first team offensive trampoline spaced from the second team goal; 

a second team defensive tranipoline positioned between the first team 
offensive trampoi^Ine and the second team goal; 

a second team offensive trampoline :5paced from the first team goal; 

a fil^t team defensive trampoline posicioned between the second team 
offensive trampo ine and the first team goal; 

a first vertical protective banier between the first team offensive ^ 
trampoline and the second team defensive trampoliiie; 

a sscond vertical protective barrier between the second team offensive ^ 
trampoline and the first team defensive trampoline; 

a third vertical protective barrier bi^tween the first team offensive -o- 
trampoline and tne second team offensive trampoliiue, each of the trampolines being 
suspended by springs, and a bottom edge of each cf the side walls being lashed onto 
a peripheral edge of each of the trampolines, suc i that the springs are positioned 
outside of the side walls and overlying pads prevent a player's leg from passing 
between one the trampolines and one of the side walls.
